The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be In one 
sentence form only.

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cornwell. 
Cornwell shows all of the basic device including a cup 4 and straw 15. The pre- 
set amount of liquid would depend on the diameter of the straw and amount of 
"suction" applied by the user. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

5. Friedman, Smith, Berry, Adaska et al., Matheussen et al.. Manning, SU, 
Kristensson, and Villani et al. are cited to show drinking straws and cups.
